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This is a decision on the ''notice to withdraw intention to 
abandon by applicant," which is properly treated as a petition 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.182. The petition was filed on August 
9, 2006, and requests that a notice of express abandonment be 
withdrawn. 

The electronic file indicates that on August 7, 2006, Petitioner 
filed a notice of express abandonment, requesting that the 
present application go abandoned. 

With the present petition, Petitioner has explained that the 
notice was filed by mistake, and that the "notice should have 
been directed to another patent^." 

MPEP §711.01 sets forth, in pertinent part:
